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This is a decision on the petition filed on December 1, 2008, 
which is being treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.705(d) 
requesting that the patent term adjustment indicated on the 
above-identified patent be corrected to indicate that the term 
of the above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by nine 
hundred twenty-two (922) days. 

The petition to correct the patent term adjustment indicated on 
the above-identified patent to indicate that the term of the 
above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by nine hundred 
twenty-two (922) days is GRANTED to the extent indicated herein. 

Patentees are informed that the Three Year Delay period is 
triggered by the application's commencement date, not the 371 
fulfillment date. The commencement date is 30 months from the 
priority date claimed in the international application, or 
earlier. The priority date claimed in the international 
application is September 28, 1999. While early processing was 
requested, requirements were not met. Thirty months from the 
priority date is March 28, 2002, which is the date of 
commencement. Accordingly, the period of adjustment under 
§ 1.702(b) is 1289 days, counting the number of days beginning 
on the day after three years after the application's 
commencement date, March 29, 2005, and ending on October 7, 
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2008, when the patent issued. The maximum Three Year Delay 
period is 1289 days, not 360 days as patentees assert. There are 
601 days overlapping with the A delay period, not 39 days as 
patentees assert. 

As such, the patent term adjustment is one thousand two hundred 
eighty-nine (1289) days. The calculation is as follows: 601 days 
of A delay + 1289 days of B delay - 601 days of overlap - 0 days 
of Applicant delay.

The Office will sua sponte issue a certificate of correction. 
Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.322, the Office will not issue a 
certificate of correction without first providing assignee or 
patentee an opportunity to be heard. Accordingly, patentees are 
given one (1) month or thirty (30) days, whichever is longer, 
from the mail date of this decision to respond. No extensions 
of time will be granted under 37 CFR 1.136. 

Nothing in this decision shall be construed as a waiver of the 
requirement of 35 U.S.C. 154(b) (4) that any civil action by an 
applicant dissatisfied with a determination- made by the Director 
under 35 U.S.C. 154(b)(3) be filed in the United States District 
Court for the District of Columbia within 180 days after the 
grant of the patent. 

The $200.00 fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.18(e) will be charged to 
patentees' deposit account. This fee is required and will not be 
refunded. No additional fees are required. 

The application is being forwarded to the Certificates of 
Correction Branch for issuance of a certificate of correction. 
The Office will issue a certificate of* correction indicating 
that the term of the above-identified patent is extended or 
adjusted by one thousand two hundred eighty-nine (1289) days.
